The 
anti-saloon forces profess confidence in 
being able to secxirn enough names to 
make remonstrances effective in all three 
wards.

Bluffton has now been dry for about 


three years;

The answer of the steel trust attorney to the ter- 


rible indictment made by Lawyer Brandeis before 
the congressional committee is that the big corpora- 
tion already has under consideration measures to 
ameliorate the lot of the men whom it works twelve 
and fourteen hours a day seven days a week in the 
big mills of the Pittsburg district.

rules of baseball. 


This is alleged lo have damaged plain- 


tiff to the extent of $50.900. and as a re- 
sult Green was unable to secure games 
for his club the following year, being 
forced to sell his club for $400.
